eorre.spondent here asking for a telegram 
on the effect of tho com ing of the squad­ 
ron. 
F riday afternoon the Brooklyn and 
San Francisco cam e steam ing over the 
sea, having m ade the distance from Genoa 
to B eirut in four days and two hours by 
using 1,000 tons of ex tra coal. T he A m eri­ 
can consul went on board th a t day and 
S aturday m any A m ericans called on the 
adm lriil. 
Ju st a.« rervices were flni.«hed 
alioard the vessels Sunday the dragom an 
of tho Am erican con.snlate cam e aboard 
and said a mas.sacre w'as on in the upper 
p art of the city and begged for the m ar­ 
ines to guard the consulate. 
P atro ls of 
soidier.s moved about all day long and 
bands of arm ed Moslems w ith knives and 
pistols, w ith rarely a C hristian. T h reats 
arc freely m ade of attack in g foreigners 
in order to draw attention of the powers 
to the situation.*' 


I.'nder date of the 7th it is stated a t 
least tw enty-three person.^ w ere killed 
the day before and th a t the officers sent 
ashore saw m any dead, 
“A dm iral Cotton 
m ade ready to land 500 m arines who slept 
ail night w ith cartridge belts on,” says 
the correspondent. 
“ O ther consuls called 
on the adm iral at 10:50 p. m. 
A guard 
and .signal corps stands all night a t the 
consulate. 
This m orning C aptain Knox, 
of the Brooklyn, explored all th e city 
front and m arked good landing places for 
the m arines. 
Signaling went on m ost of 
the night w ith lights and to day the 
flagmen are keeping up com m unications 
from hour to hour.” 


Oontintiing, 
the 
correspondent 
says: 
“The adm iral said he understood th a t the 
wire.s were dow'n to Constantinople. 
I 
understood from th is th a t the T urkish 
version of the com ing of the squadron 
was to have right of w ay to the U nited 
State.s. 


“The adm iral says he will stay until 
he gets to the bottom of th e business and 
had proceeded to open commiunicatiori 
w ith W a.shington.” 


W hen this letter wa.s w ritten the squad­ 
ron had not even opened friendly rela­ 
tions w ith the .shore and neither men nor 
officers w^ere allowed ashore.

BEPUBUCAITB HEET^^ 


State Convention Held at f>en- 
ver—Pre.sident Roosevelt 
Endorsed. 


- Denver, Sept. 29.—The Republican state 
convention jmet here to day to nom in­ 
ate a candidate for judge of the suprem e 
co u rt.' A g reater interest was taken in 
the w arm contest being waged for ihe 
control of the p arty organization in this 
county—Denver—and sta te than in the 
nom ination. Two delegates from this city 
and county were chosen yesterday by the 
convention representing the rival factions, 
one being headed by form er Senator W ol­ 
cott and the other by David H. Moffit. 
The W olcott petóle control th e sta te com­ 
m ittee and have th e necessary tw o-thirds 
vote to seat the 
W olcott 
delegation. 
Should they fail to do this the probability 
seem s to be admmis.sion to the conven­ 
tion will be denied both delegailon.s-. 
It 
is possible two sta te conventions m ay be 
lield, fu rth e r widening the breach in the 
p arty caused by the senatorial contest 
last w inter. The sti^te com m ittee decided 
the W olcott delegates should be certified 
and entered upon the roll call of the con­ 
vention. 


Denver. Sept. 29.—F orm er United S tates 
S enator W olcott won a decisive victory 
to day in a contest before the Republican 
sta te central com m ittee between rival 
factions in this tciy and afterw ard in 
the sta te convention. 
The com m ittee by 
a vote of 71 to 18, placed the W olcott 
delegates on the tem porary roll call of 
the convention, and the convention by a 
unanim ous vote m ade the tem porary roll 
call perm anent. No opportunity w as given 
the anti-W olcott delegation to m ake a 
contest before the convention. 
W olcott 
w as chosen tem porary chairtnan w ithout 
opposition and in a careftilly prepared 
speech criticised his opponents in the 
party and pleaded for harm ony. A strong­ 
ly worded resol’iticn endorsing President 
Roosevelt for re-election 
w'as 
unani- 
m.ously adopted 
w ithout' 
reference 
to 
com m ittee on resolutions. 
Only one of- 
ce, th a t of justice of the suprem e court, 
is to be fdled this year and for this 
Chief Justice John Cam pbell w as hon­ 
ored w ith renom ination by acclam ation. 


The resolution endorsing Roosevelt fol­ 
lows: 


W e cannot m eet w ithout sending our

m ittee for your courtesy, and I appreciate 
the opportunity to meet w ith you. It will 
alw ays be a pleasure to see you or any 
representatives of your organization or 
your federation as a whole. 


“ ‘As regard the M iller case I have 
little to add to w hat I have already said, 
in dealing wiin it I ask you to rem em ber 
Î am , dealing purely w ith the relation 
of governm ent to its employes. 
I m ust 
govern my action by the law s of the land 
which I am sworn to adm inister, and 
which differentiate any case in which 
the governm ent of the United S tates is a 
party from all other cases w hatsoever. 
The.se laws are enacted for the benefit of 
the whole people and cannot and m ust 
not be construed as perm itting discrim in­ 
ation against some of the people. 


“ ‘I am president of all the people of the 
U nited State.s, w ithout regard to creed, 
color, 
birthplace, 
occupation or social' 
conditions. My aim Is to do equal and ex­ 
act justice am ong them all. 
In em ploy­ 
m ent and dism issal of men in the govern­ 
m ent service I can no m ore recognize the 
fact th a t a m an does or does not belong 
to a union as being for or against him 
than 1 can recognize the fac t th a t he is 
a P ro testan t or Catholic. Jew or gentile, 
as being for or against him. 


“ ‘In the com m unications sent me by 
various 
labor organizations protesting 
against the retention of M iller in the 
governm ent printing office, th e grounds 
are tw o-fold:’ (1) T hat he is a non-union 
m an; (2) th a t he is not personally fit. The 
question of his personal fitness is one lo 
be settled in the routine of adm inistrative 
detail and cannot be allowed to conflict 
with or to com pllacte a larger question 
of 
governm ental 
discrim ination for or 
against him or any other m an because 
he is or is not a m em ber of a union. 
This is the only question now before me 
for decision:’ and âs to this m y decision 
is final.' ” 


From the m anrter of the labor leaders 
as they cam e from the w hite house it 
was evident th a t they were not entirely 
satisfied w ith the result of their interview . 
They declined to be interviewed.

the conference the council brought to the 
attention of the president several m atters 
of legislation in w hich it is interested.

A new division, to bi‘ ivuuwn as Di­ 
vision E. has been establislud i:i the 
United States patent oiliee to lelieve 
the assignment division from nnicli of 
Its heavy work.

The clerks get an average of 
from 40,0(X) to 50.000 words to write 
eaOh day, and sometimes 200,000 words 
are ordered, and the work lias fallen 
behind, though the division employs 
eighty clerks and expert typewritei-s.

a t sunrise and sunset for their orders,

Thi?se Instructions were carried out 
to,the Jetter, and for some days p:*o- 
teding .the attack on the arscj'.al the 
people* of Harpers Ferry heard the 
mj'sterious piping from Brown’s head­ 
quarters. 
The notes would be taken 
up by the nearest of his followers and 
sent on over tlie mountains until the 
farthest distant of his band had re­ 
ceived the word of the c*ommauder.

tie was taken from him by Lieutenant 
Stewart of the regular army, who aft­ 
erward became a lieutenant general in 
the Confederacy. Stewart finally gave 
it to Colonel Washington, w'ho in turn

“The Turk doea not d ^ ry e all the 
opprobrium that has beén thrawn upon 
him." Thte statement was made by 
President William B. Harper of the 
University of Chicago the .other day 
iç telling of his experiences in Con­ 
stantinople, where be went for the pur­ 
pose -of securing ?. firman giving the 
university the right to excavate the 
ruins of ancient cities in the neigh­ 
borhood of ancient Babylon, says the 
Chicago Tribune. 


**The Tiirics have received much un­ 
just abuse,” continued Dr. Harper. 
“There are many things we should 
talse into consideration before passing 
Judgment on Turkey as a governing 
power In Europe. We are accustomed 
to think tliat Turkey has mad^ no 
progress. 
If we compare the condi­ 
tions in Turkey today with those 
which existed twenty-nine years ago 
when Abdul Hamid came to the throne 
it is found that the progress made Is 
amazing. 


"*We were in Constantinople for the 
celebration of the sultan’s birthday an­ 
niversary. The streets were crowded, 
but I saw no disorder and no drunk­ 
enness. I did not see a single man in­ 
toxicated all the time 1 was in Tur­ 
key. I cannot say that Abdul Hamid 
is popular with , all the people. There 
..aré two parties, and that is where all 
the trouble lies. The otDcials are afraid 
that members of the younger and rad­ 
ical party will assatôlnate the sultan. 
If this happens no one will be safe in 
Turkey, and anarchy will prevail.”

Fort Massac on the Ohio 
river, which they have desired and' 
worked for so earnestly. 


This is the only spot in Illinois 
which 
relates to revolutionary his­ 
tory and it was at this point that the 
jflag was first 
unfurlwl in Illinois. 
With the 8(!curing of innumerable 
historic gp(»ts all over 
the United 
States by the Daughters 
of other 
slates, it is no w’onder that Hlinois 
Daughters desire to presi*rve the old 
flirt, which is associated wit^j the 
name of George Kogers Clarke. 


The 
history of 
the 
bill sent 
Ihrongh the legislature last winter 
and the earnest eflfort made by the 
women of the state that it might be 
passed is well known. The puchase 
U now but a matter of short time, 
but the preceding events required pa­ 
tience, patriotism and iiereistency on 
thti part of the promoters. 


Aiicording to tlie bill as passed the 
trustci s are to be appointetl by the 
grivcrnor, they being the secnitary of 
Hi ate, 
the 
auditor, * Mrs. 
Charles 
Deere, the state regent of Illinois, 
and two Daughters appointed by Mrs. 
Deere, namely, Mrs. Mattl^ew T. 
Seott, vice-president-general of the 
national society of the D. A. R., and 
.\frs. Benjamin Fe.ssenden, regent of 
the Chicago cliapter. 


It was decided at the last national 
congress of the Daughters at Wash­ 
ington that an effort should be made 
for the preservation of historic spots 
of revolutionary fapie. 
A bill was 
drafted at once to be sent to the Dli- 
nois legislature, a copy of wliich was 
sent to every chapter in the state, 
directing tho Daughters to sign the 
petition asking the passage of the 
bill. 


Much correspondence has been car­ 
ried on relative to the fort. 
It is 
proposed to place the boulders, which 
are about the site, in position for a 
moniunent which shaU have, a bronze 
jnarker. At the request of ll^rs. Scott 
.Tudge Lawrence 
Weldon, of the 
United States court of claims, made 
a personal visit to the office of chief 
of ordnance of the United States 
army, asking for a donation of con­ 
demned cannon for the fort. 
The 
Daughters of the American Revolu­ 
tion, not being an incorporated so­ 
ciety, cannot have the use of cannon. 
They can only be given to soldiers, 
monument associations, 
G. A. R. 
posts, and municipal corporations. 
The placing of the cannon will then 
be ddhe either by the city council of 
Metropolis òr by organizing a mon­ 
umental society of the D. A. R. of 
Fort Massac. 


Among the other improvements 
suggested is a railroad which Presi­ 
dent Fish of the Illinois Central will 
build to the park. 


Mr. Reed Green, the present owner 
of the old fort, does not think it nec­ 
essary to build a sea wall to prevent 
the encroachment of the rivePi ‘^The 
fort,” he says, ^^extends out into the 
river, that is, it is situated on a point 
at a place where the river makes a 
bend. Underlying the fort is a thick 
strata of conglomerate which is co:gtt- 
posed ^of red gravel, stones and some 
combination 
of 
Iron. 
It is veiy 
strong and very solid. Income 
there are detached masses 
Stpne twelve to, twenty feet tjhrougli, 
while the ri vèr. bank proper is almost' 
solid.

«imilar posts that the germs of our 
civilization and national life were 
planted,” said Mrs. Matthew T. Scott 
in her recent address upon the sub­ 
ject at the state conference of tho 
Daughters of the American Revolu­ 
tion at Oak Park. 
“Nurtured by 
those first traders, priests, frontiers­ 
men and splendid soldiers, who un­ 
consciously, but with .some genius of 
instinct for the future, worked out 
the early problem of what wc now 
know and glory in our Americanism. 
We cannot afford indifference to, or 
neglect of those; memorials of early 
struggles, unless indeed we are will­ 
ing to transmit material 
interests 
only, not lifers highest ambitions and 
its noblest ideals .to tho coming gen­ 
erations.”
